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‘ Terrible Tragedy at Waikiyi. _ : 

It will be remembered that in our tole- 
graphic news of last week the drowning of 
^iree children by their mother, and the at- 
tempted drowning of a fourth, was reported. 
yfe take the following account of the matter 
f[om the Southland Timet of the 22nd inat. 
lasf week, we stated that Waikava was the 
iccne of the lamentable occurrence; but it 
Tfill be seen that this was wrong, and that 
properly it Aould have been Waikivi, near 
Invercargill. The family are said to have 
lived in Queenstown, some ten years ago : — 
On Saturday afternoon last a terrible tra- 
gedy was enacced within a few miles of In- 
vercargill. A woman named Caroline Vit- 
ting, the wife of Carl Vitting, residing at 
Chimera’ old saw-mill on the Uay Road, 
left her home, .taking with her the four youn-- 
gest children, a. girl aged nine years, and 
tliree boys, aged respectively eight and five 
years mid eleven montlia, saying they would 
go and look whether the cow had calved. 
There does not appear to have been anything 
in the woman's manner as she left the house 
to excite a suspicion that she meditated a 
crime. After they had been away for some 
considerable time, the girl returned, and 
told her eldest sister, who was at home, that 
her mother had thrown baby and the two 
hoys into the Waikivi creek ; that she had 
tlirown the little girl into the creek also, hut 
that she managed to get out whde the mother 
»as chasing Fred (the eldest of the three 
bovs), and she then ran home. The eldest 
girl and the child who had escaped death so 
narrowly, immediately went together to the 
scene of the occurrence, but saw nothing of 
their mother, although they observed foot 
marks and other traces of the struggle which 
took place on the bank of the creek, and 
found some clothing belonging to the drowned 
children. They then returned to their home, 
and told three woodcutter, named Sinclair, 
Cashel, P.nd Trainer, who were working close 
hy, what had happened. These men lost no 
time in proceeding to the place, and near the 
hrinl: of the creek, which w.as high in flood, 
running over its banks, found the bodies of 
the two eldest boj-s lying at the bottom. 
They recovered them and placed them on the 
lank, and some yards further down, disco- 
vered the body of the baby lying almost on 
theaurface of the water, in the centre of the 
ilteam, where it liad been caught, after float- 
ing down some yards, by- some rails whicli 
we iyiiig acriiss the creek. The children 
we quite dead, altliough the baby was 
wm. The men left the bodies on the 
lank, and proceeded to Invercargill, where 
they informed the police of what iiad occurrd. 
Snb-Inspeotor For and Sergeant Fleming im- 
mediately proceeded to Vitting’s, arriving 
there about nine o’clock in the evenin'.’. 
Thence tliey started on foot, accompanied by 
the father and c. Vst son, and reached the 
I'Cility of the tragic scone about ten o’clock. 
The iKidies were earned back to the father’s 
ImiiBe, through tlie biisli, by Vitting, Sub- 
Inspector Fox, and Sergeant Fleming. There 
cwild be no search made . for the wrotclied 
viinian that ti-'ht, but at daylight next morn- 
ing a party of twelve started to scour tlie 
hush. Tracks were found Ic.a'ling eastivards 
fnim the spot where the bodies were disco- 
vered, but owing to the severity of the liuil 
•hoivers and rain they soon became oblite- 
rated. About three o’clock in the afternoon, 
Mr Samuel Morton, who had his dogs with 
•him, came upon the object of tlieii' search, 
miiching down among tlie scrub iu the bush 
*1 the hack of Mr Kiisselra house. Retook 
the woman to Mr llusscli’s, where she w, ns 
arrested by Sub-fnspcctor Fox. When ar- 
rested she appeared to be totally indifferent 
to ail that was taking jdace .nround her. She 
sometimes excliiiincd “ Albert,” the n.ame of 
her eldest son, and enquired artxiou.sly for a 
hog containing eels. She also asked for her 
Bible, saying that she thought she had left it 
M the mantelpiece. The unhappy’ woman 
xaj conveyed to the gard at Invercargill, .and 
Ac has since remained in the same depressed 
tnd imlitferent condition, making no intelli- 
■piblo statement. The inquest takes place to- 
jdiyat ten o’clock .at Vitting’s house, before 
.tie Coroner, Dr Jloncktun. 'Various ru- 
fflmirs M to the cause of the sad event are in 
circulsUon. It appears certain tliat the 
“ople h.ad lived unhappily together, and 
that the woiimn had been very unkindly 
teated by her luisb,and, whose conduct seems 
wliave prey’ed upon her mind, 
f By a telegram to a Dunedin paper, we oli- 
ive that »t the inquest a verdict of Wilful 
.'irder was returned against Mrs Vitting.

Inspection of Quarts Mills. 

It is to bd hoped that ths “ Quartz Crush- 
ing Machined Regulation dnd Inspection 
Bill,” introduced by Mr She'ehtin, and which 
has already passed its Second reading, will 
not be found amongst (he reiilaihs of the 
slaughtered innocents. The jiieasilre is one 
urgently called for in the Jilterest of the 
Thames goldfield, and indeed of ail tjlwrtz- 
fields in the Colony. When one rdtlleitlliets 
the fearful amount of swindling that liaS 
been perpetrated by means of falsification Of 
returns of crushiiigs, and the encouragement 
to theft afforded by private and uninspected 
batteries, the bill must be regarded as one 
that ought to pass into law with as little de- 
lav as possible. It enables the Governor in 
Council to make, alter, or amend rules and 
regulations for compelling, in the first place, 
every owner of a quartz crushing machine to 
bike out a license for atid register each ma- 
chine owned by him, and to keep a true and 
coirect register ef ail ore delivered to him or 
purchased by him for the purpose of having 
the gold therein extracted, and tlie names of [ 
the persons from wliom the ore was received. 
The Governor may also make rules for com- 
pelling all persons delivering or selling any 
ore to any machine-owner or retorter to fur- 
nish full particulars reiiuirod to be ascer- 
tained by such nuehint-owner, Eacli ma- 
chine owner is to furnish from time to time, 
as may be prescribed, full and correct returns 
to be verified by statutory declaration. Pro- 
vision is made for the appointment of an in- 
spector, whose duty it sliall be to enter upon 
any machine premises, and to “ inspect and 
examine any machine, and ail registers and 
retiima required to be kept.” Persons com- 
mitting a breach of tic ivgiil.itions are liable 
to a penalty not e.xceediiig £300 for each 
offence, or to imprisonment in default of 
payment. Tlie Gt'vernor may delegate his 
powers uiKler the .\ct to a Superintendent. 
Should this Bill become law it will be tlie 
means of greatly increasing the confidence of 
the public in the published returns from 
quartz mines, and put a stop to the specimen 
stealing which has undoubtedly been carried 
on to a large ext ent mi the Auckland gold- 
fields . — Ereuing Star, (Iiunedin.)

How far do you who go beyond the grounds 
and down to tlie town, refrain from drink. 
Their answer was, — Many break down, and 
there are I’ecuning paroxysms of internal 
craving for drink, against which all arguments, 
all entreaties, are futile, and tlie must solemn 
promise as the idle wind. It is for such as 
these that the talented and cautious supuriii- 
tendeiit, Dr Dodge, asks for the power to 
turn the key on them. Such detentions need 
not he long ; each recurring paroxy’sm will 
be slioiter and less intense, while medicine 
and diet will aiu in eurtailing it. No sucli 
power, however, exists at Biii"hampton, ex- 
cept for committed eases ; and if a patient 
breaks out, the only resource is his dismissal. 
Here let us remark, that not one single 
siiperiiuendent, even tli'jso who regard tiie 
“ parole” system as the best, but asks for the 
power to lock his patient’s door. As .at Bing- 
hamptoii, so at Media, near Philadelphia, 
the patients belong to the upjier and better 
middle classes. Like Binghainptoii, it is 
channiiigly situated, and has for its superin- 
tendent one of the most instructed, expe- 
rienced, and cautious of those pliysicians who 
have turned their attention to the subject in 
America. Dr Parrisli, while giving the parole 
system every credit, declares his desire to be
